Greece, in an offer made to the 
State Department throus Sicilianos, 
and transmitted to the Treasury 
for study before action was taken, 
agreed to pay 35 per cent of the 
coupon value of payments due May 
10 and November 10. This would 
amount to $76,272 of the $217,920 due 
on each date. 

The $142,544 would be in partial 
payment of 1936 interest on the 
“four per cent loan of 1929,” 
amounting to $12,167,000, which was 
used in financing resettlement of 
nearly 3,000,000 Greeks in their 
homeland from Turkish territory 
aftre the World War. 


HUNTED FOR 20 YEARS, ADMITS 
EMBEZZLEMENT OF $20,000 


J. M. Cornell Changed Name and 
Was in Business in St. Louis, 
He Tells Authorities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The 
Department of Justice announced 
today the arrest of a former Navy 
paymaster, charged with embezzling 
approximately $20,000 of Govern- 
ment funds. 

J. Edgar Hoover, cirector of the 
Bureau of Investigation, said Fed- 
eral agents had been hunting for 
John M. Cornell since 1916. Cor- 
nell surrendered at the New York 
office of the bureau Tuesday. 

Hoover said Cornell has admitted 
his guilt and has been turned over 
to naval authorities. 

Cornell was quoted as saying that 
after serving in the World War he 
adopted the name of Robert E. 
Hastings. Since 1919, he has oper- 
ated an accounting firm in St. 
Louis. 


Navy Department records show 
that John M. Cornell resigned from 
the service Oct. 16, 1916, shortly be- 
fore the shortage of $20,000 was 
discovered. The alleged defalca- 
tion occurred when Cornell was on 
sea duty with the Atlantic fleet, 
but the Navy Department was un- 
able to give other details. 

Cornell's birthplace was listed as 
Barnesville, Ga He gave a hotel 
addrsess at Chicago at the time of 
his enlistment.

The newspaper says the report 
was drawn up by the Maffey Com- 
mittee, a British commission ap- 
pointed in the spring of 1935. and 
that Sir John Maffey sent it to 
the London Foreign Office June 
18, 1935, four mé@nths before the 
Italian-Ethiopian war started. 

Giornale d'Italia publishes what 
it says are these conclusions by 
the committee: 

That Italy would do all possible 
to achieve control of Ethiopia, even 
though contenting itself now with 
partial conquest. 

That there are no vital British 
interests in Ethiopia, and the fron- 
tiers Italy seeks may balance any 
trade losses resulting from a con- 
quest. 

That Britain needs Ethiopian in- 
dependence, principally against any 
eventuality of an Anglo-Italian war, 
which appears improbable. 

That what British interests there 
are in Ethiopia are centered at 
Lake Tana, headwaters of the Blue 
Nile, which Britain must control by 
a two-dam corridor. 

That an Italian foothold in Ethio- 
pia would force Britain to safe- 
guard the sources of the Nile. 

That Britain might bargain bet- 
ter with Italy than with Emperor 
Haile Selassie for dam construc- 
tion at Lake Tana. 

That pasturage and frontier 
rights for British Somaliland tribes 
and an “open door” in Ethiopia 
must be insured.

Situation After April 1. 

“After April 1,” said the council 
in an open letter to the Governer 
today, “the only funds available for 
those on relief in St. Louis will be 
$147,000 a month, which is the city’s 
contribution to the care of the un- 
employed. This amount is a little 
more than one-third of the totally 
inadequate funds which are now 
available.” 

“It is appalling to consider that 
unless added funds are forthcom- 
ing the present pitiful relief allot- 
ments will be reduced by two- 
thirds, or to an average of $7 to $8 
a family a month, thus substituting 
actual starvation for the present 
suffering. This, you will agree, can- 
not and must not be allowed to 
happen.” 

The present relief allotments 
(averaging $22 a month for each 
family) are “considerably below the 
minimum standard of decency,” the 
letter said, and thousands of fam- 
ilies in which the wage earner is 
employed at WPA wages of $55 a 
month, are in need of supplemen- 
tary relief, now denied to families 
with less than six members. 

The economic forces which caused 
widespread unemployment, the let- 
ter pointed out, were not local, and 
local communities should not be ex- 
pécted to cope with the situation, In 
addition, the letter suggested, the 
State and Federal Governments 
have resources for raising relief 
funds not available to local com- 
munities. 

Permanent Organization Urged. 

The letter urged that a perma- 
nent organization to administer re- 
lief be provided, and requested the 
Governor to call on the Federal 
Government for help in meeting 
the problem. 

The Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration, the agency through 
which Federal funds for relief were 
disbursed, was disbanded late last 
year, and the Federal Government's 
only aid is now given through the 
Works Progress Administration. 
Walldce Crossley, administrator of 
the State Relief Commission, has 
announced that it will disband after 
April 1 when the State’s relief fund 
will be exhausted. 

Robert K. Ryland, State Direc- 
tor of the National Emergency 
Council, today made public figures 
showing that Missouri received $70,- 
997,300 in grants from the FERA 
from May, 1933, when it was es- 
tablished, until the end of 1935, 
when it was disbanded. 

His report showed $55,921,436 
granted for general relief purposes;

Condemned Man Grows 
Pale but Refuses to 
Change Story He Told at 
Murder Trial.

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 20. — A 
futile attempt to get a confession 
from Bruno Richard Hauptmann 
by impressing on his mind the hor- 
ror of death in the electric chair 


was made yesterday, it was dis- 
closed today. 

Samuel 8S. Leibowitz, New York 
criminal lawyer, described the chair, 
six paces from Cell No. 9, and just 
beyond the little door which leads 
to the execution chamber. Haupt- 
mann became pale, the person who 
described the episode of the inter- 
view said, and his hands showed his 
nervous state of mind. But fright- 
ened as he obviously was he did 
not change the story he has told 
since his arrest, and in a short:time 
he recovered his calm. 

It was a modified version of an 
old-fashioned method used by jail- 
ers when they pointed out to pris- 
oners the gallows. Leibowitz ap- 
pealed to Hauptmann’s imagination, 
C. Lioyd Fisher, chief defense 
counsel, looked on. 

“Hauptmann was like a caged 
animal,” the informant said. 


_ “Casual” Description of Chair . 


Leibowitz, who was hopeful of 
getting from Hauptmann “the 
whole truth,” questioned him on 
many things. He did not raise his 
voice. It was as if he was talking 
on an indifferent subject. His cas- 
ualness, the source said, had a hyp- 
notic effect on Hauptmann, and the 
prisoner frequently raised his voice. 

eLibowitz pointed to flaws in 
Hauptmann’s defense, remarking 
the weaknesses which Hauptmann 
himself conceded to Leibowitz last 
Sunday. The lawyer asked the 
guards to remove a wire § screen 
from the cell. This was done. Then 
Leibowitz, assured that Hauptmann 
could observe more closely what he 
meant to do, moved to the door of 
the execution chamber. He looked 
through a peep hole, but he did not 
open the door. Hauptmann could 
not see the chair, but he knew Lei- 
bowitz’s eyes were on it as it stood 
shrouded in a white cover, and he 
stared. Leibowitz, without a note 
of agitation in his voice, asked the 
guard if that was the chair. The 
guard said yes, and Hauptmann 
grew pale. 

“He shivered and sighed and lost 
his voice momentarily, but no tears 
came to his eyes,” the source said. 

Tries Another Trick. 
Leibwoltz had another trick in his’ 
bag, but this, too, failed to shake. 
Hauptmann. He tore’ several 
sheets of paper into small pieces 
and asked Hauptmann to write 
numbers on three of them. Haupt- 
mann wrote the numbers two, 40) 
and 80 and. Leibwoltz threw them | 
and the others onto the floor in 
front of the cell. 

Hauptmann was told to try to 
pick out the numbers. He put his 
hands through the bars and clutch- 
ed at the pile. He drew a blank. He 
drew another and a third blank, 
and then Leibwoltz, watching him 
calmly, spoke. “That’s how much 
chance there is of, finding three 
persons in this country who would 
misspell the same words the same 
way, he remarked. 

Fisher was manifestly upset by 
the whole procedure, and Leibo- 
with himself found the exhibitions 
and the protracted interrogation 
exhausting. Hauptmann watched 
them get ready to go. He appealed 
to Leibowitz to come back. 

He stared after them as they 
went and the guards readjusted the |

Police Called to Handle Throng

More than 1000 women, policemen 
estimated, gathered at 4060 West 
Pine boulevard this morning to an- 
swer a newspaper advertisement for 
150 demonstrators of a nationally 
advertised brand of soap—straight 
salary of $14.50 a week for demon- 
strators, $18.50 for supervisors, and 
no selling.

James P. Murphy, Washington and 
Eastern representative of Boeing, 
to C. L. Egtvedt, president of the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce. In addition, Murray recom- 
mended in the letter that Gardner 
be retained for $25,000 during 1935, 

Murray’s Letter. 

The letter in part, said: 

“Max Gardner, special counsel 
employed shortly after the can- 
cellation of air mail contracts, 
was paid $75,000. 

“This year he will remain for 
$25,000, which item is included in 
the budget. Personally I feel that 
Gardner can be of more help dur- 
ing this session of Congress, in 
order to get proper air mail legis- 
lation, than he has been to the in- 
dustry during the past 10 or il 
months. 

“He came into the picture after 
the damage had been done. He is 
a politician of the first water and 
my observations tell me that in 
this administration, in order to 
get things done, resort simply has 
to be made to the use of politics. 

“Therefore, Gardner, as counsel 
for the chamber, I feel, will be 
more valuable during the present 
session of Congress than he has 
been since the cancellation of air 
mail contracts last February.” 

Murray told the committee Gard- 
ner, a former Governor of North 
Carolina, was no longer with the 
chamber. 

Earlier, Murray had denied an 
implication by Stephen Raushen- 
bush, committee investigator, that 
the Boeing company had sought to 
play off the aCnton leaders in China 
against the Nationalist government 
to stimulate the sale of military 
planes in 1934 and 1935. | 

Machine Guns as Junk. 

Testimony that thousands of mae- 
chine guns--damaged but repairable

Court-Martialed and Retired 
Because of Outspoken 
Charges of Mismanage- 
ment, Negligence.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Brigadier- 


General William Mitchell, who rose 


from the ranks to command of all 
of the American Air Forces over- 
seas during the World War, died 
suddenly in Doctors’ Hospital late 
yesterday. He was 57 years old. 

The funeral will be held Satur- 
day in Milwaukee, Wis., at 10 a. 
m., in St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

Til since his appearance here 
early in December at a congres- 
sional inquiry on patents, he en- 
tered the hospital Jan. 28 for what 
his doctor said was “merely a 
rest.” He had come here from his 
home at Middleburg, Va., where 
he had recently recovered from a 
heart attack. 

Influenza complicated his illness, 
but Dr. Samuel Lambert Jr., his 
physician, said he was not on the 
danger list. Dr. Lambert was 
with him when he died. 

Gen. Mitchell’s assertion in 1934 
that private aircraft companies 
were stifling improvements in 
plane mechanism and designs in 
order to make profits was carried 
into the Congressional Cammittee 
inquiry last December. There he 
repeated the charges and accused 
Elliott Roosevelt, son of the Presi- 
dent, of having been an employe 
ofa “ rful lobby,” which he 
aittend. dikatet the United States 
aviation policy. Elliott Roosevelt 
denied the charge. 


Court-Martial.and Retirement. 


After the World War, Gen. Mitch- 
ell, returning to America, was 
mamed assistant to the chief of the 
air service July 16, 1920, but after 
four years in Washington as a 
“desk aviator,” he reverted to the 
rank of Colonel and was assigned 
to the Eighth Corps Area at San 
Antonio, Tex. 

It was while stationed in Texas 
that he began baiting the War and 
Navy departments for their al- 
leged negligence and mismanage- 
ment of the air services. He was 
court-martialed and retired on 
half pay. Subsequently -he_ re- 
signed from the army. Only a 
short time ago a House Committee 
attempted to restore his name to 
the rolls and allow him retirement 
on retirement pay, but the move 
failed. : 

After leaving the service, Gen. 
Mitchell continued his attacks on 
the official aviation policy. 

On the lecture platform, in 
pamphiets and magazine articles, 
he continued his thrusts. As late 
as 1931 he said American aviation 
was not the equal of European 
aviation in speed, carrying capac- 
ity or armament. A year later he 
asserted in a magazine article that 
war between the United States and 
Japan was inevitable. | 


- World War Record. 

The son of United States Senator 
John Ledrum and Harriet Danforth 
Mitchell, William Mitchell rose 
from a volunteer in the First Wis- 
consin Infantry to command of all 
of air forces in the American Expe- 
ditionary Force in France. He was 
the first American flyer to fly over 
the lines in ‘the World War and in 
the St.’ Mihiel offensive, late in 1918, 
he commanded the largest aerial 
concentration in history. 

For his exploits in the World 
War he was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, the 
French Croix de Guerre with five 
palms and was made a commander 
of the French Legion of Honor. 
The British made him a companion 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George and Italy honored him as 

a Commandatore of S. S. Maurizio 
e Lazzaro, the War Cross and Grand 
Officer of the Crown. 

His World War Service medal 
carries bars for the operations at 
Cambrai, Somme defensive, Cham- 
pagne-Marne, * Aisne-Marne, Oise- 
Aisne, St. Mihiel, Meuse-Argonne 
and a defensive sector. He also has 
listed on his service record activity 
in eight French and English oper- 
ations against the enemy. 

His Rise From the Ranks.

29, 1926, and announced he would

On lecture tour, he continued in 
the public eye, being refused per- 
mission to attend an American Le- 
gion banquet in New York City, 
Armistice night of 1925 because he 
was in “technical arrest.” The 
Aviators’ Post of New York took 
issue with Secretary of War Davis 
at that time and the newspapers 
took up the issue. 

In 1922 Gen. Mitchell predicted 
an air speed of 300 miles in the 
near future. He had held the speed 
mark himself at 221.05 miles per 
hour, made at Mount Clemens, 
Mich., Oct. 18, 1922. He has lived 
to see 300 miles per our a reality.

Butts earlier had told of 
tracing one such pistol from its sale

York murderer. 
Restored for $50 or $60. 


R. F. Sedgley, Philadelphia gun 
manufacturer, said he was able to 
restore the machine guns to serv- 
iceable condition “for $50 or $60 
each.” 

Paley purchased his stock from 
the army at about 12 cents each. 
The guns, when new, cost the army 
between $500 and $750 each. 

Sale of 100 old style Army guns 
and slings to the Rev. Edward A. 
Devine, former assistant pastor of 
the Church of Transfiguration at 
Philadelphia, was described to the 
committee by Sedgley. 

Sedgley testified the guns were 
for a “boys’ brigade.” Philadelphia 
sources said they were used by the 
boys’ battalion for parade purposes. 
The Rev. Mr. Devine now resides 
at Reading, Pa. 

Jose Cunhiil de Figuerola, muni- 
tions dealer, returned to the stand 
briefly to tell of selling $79,000 
worth of ammunition to the Batista 
Government in Cuba after over- 
throw of the Machado Government. 

He said he made “a very little” 
profit of 10 per cent and had to 
spend somie time under arrest in 
Cuba because some of the ammuni- 
tion he delivered was defective. 

“It was all arranged satisfactori- 
ly,” he said. 

For Scouts and Legion, 


Paley, told the committee yester- 
day that the guns had been bought 
from the Army for about 12 cents 
each as junk, and already 100 of 
them had been put in the hands of 
a Philadelphia gun maker for sale.

Bought as Scrap Metal. 


Paley said he bought the machine 
guns as scrap metal at a public 
sale in Schenectady, N. Y., in 1932 
for slightly more than a half a cent 
a pound. 

“T wanted... mutilated machine 
guns for souvenirs of the World 
War,” he said. “I have circularized 
them, and sold some.” - 

But in 1934, he said, he abruptly 
stopped selling them. 

“I learned they could be repaired.

Representative Hope Says 
Kansas Governor and 


Hoover Both Favor Idea 


of Soil Conservation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The ad- 
ministration’s new farm bill was 
backed today by Representative 
Hope (Rep.), Kansas, with the as- 
sertion that Gov. Landon of Kan- 
sas, Senator Dickinson of Iowa and 
former President Hoover all have 
advanced the soil conservation idea. 
A final vote on the program is ex- 
pected by tomorrow night. 

Hope pleaded for non-partisan 
consideration of farm legislation. 
“Farm legislation has been a po- 
litical football for a longe while,” 
said the Kansan, who is a friend of 
Landon, a Republican presidential 
possibility. 

Hope supported the bill, despite 
his objections to failure to limit its 
temporary features to one year in- 
stead of two, and his contention 
that the measure does not go far 
enough. 

He is the author of a House Re- 
publicans’ bill along lines of the 
plan advocated by Landon. 

“The soil conservation idea has 
been discussed more by Republic- 
ans than by Democrats,” he told 
the House. 


Could Help Dairy Farmer. 

Representative Andresen (Rep.), 
Minnesota, supporter of an amend- 
ment by Representative Boileau of 
Wisconsin to prevent any of the 
25,000,000 acres, to be taken out of 
production, being used for dairy 
production, drew from Hope the 
tatement the bill could help’ the 
dairy farmer the same as any oth- 
er producer, through production of 
soil erosion crops. 

Earlier in the debate Representa- 
tive Tobey (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
denounced the measure as a sub- 
terfuge to catch the farmer’s vote 
and a blow to dairymen, and Rep- 
resentative Cooley (Dem.), North 
Carolina, defended it as “the best 
we can have at this time.” 

Debate was extended to postpone 
a vote on the Boileau amendment 
until tomorrow. 

A Democratic member from New 
Hampshire, Representative Rogers, 
followed Tobey to ask why he did 
not disclose that the president of 
the New Hampshire Farm Federa- 
tion had written him asserting’ the 
bill would be helpful to agriculture 
not only in the Northeast but in all 
parts of the country. 

With the opposition of dairy 
state members yet untested, léad- 
ers were confident of carrying the 
measure through unscathed. 

Dairy Bloc Keeps Up Fight. 

The farm measure had hardly 
reached the floor yesterday when 
the dairy bloc opened its# fight. Its 
members pleaded with the wheat, 
cotton and corn.state Representa- 
tives to remember how the dairy 
members had stood with them to 
prevent lands taken out of produc- 
tion from being used for grasses 
and forage or dairy cattle produc- 
tion, in enactment of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment and Cotton Con- 
trol acts. They asked for a simi- 
lar accord on the new Dill. 

The Agriculture Committee had 
turned down the Boileau proposal 
and Chairman Jones fought to de- 
feat it on the floor. Majority Lead- 
er Bankhead of Alabama told Boil- 
eau his amendment was unconsti- 
tutional. 

The measure would set up a sys- 
tem aimed at Federal-State co-op- 
eration in distributing Federal sub- 
sidies to farmers based on removal 
of acreage from commercial crop 
production to soil-building purposes 
and to other “economic” uses. 

In three hours of House debate 
yesterday the new program was de- 
nounced as “a political bill,” a 
“makeshift” and a “subterfuge to 
get around the Supreme Court.” It 
was defended as enthusiastically. 

Ohio Democrat Assails Bill. 

Some Democrats and some Re- 
publicans broke the general party 
alignment for and against the Dill. 
Representative Lamneck (Dem.), 
Ohio, declared it just as unconsti- 
tutional as AAA and said that if 
it was sound policy to take 25 per 
cent of agricultural land out of pro- 
duction “let’s stop all production 
two or three years and get rid of 
all the surplus.” 

On the Republican side Repre- 
sentative Carlson of Kansas, said 
he would support tht bill, though 
it should not be considered a full 
program, and said farmers would 
resent any attempts to make it a 
political issue. Representative Mar- 
tin of Massachusetts, assistant min- 
ority leader, termed it “a political 
bill.” 


SENATE APPROVES BILL 
FOR FIREARMS REGULATION 


Passes Unanimously Measure Bar- 
ring Interstate Shipments Ex- 
cept by Licensed Dealers.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The 
Senate passed today legislation pro- 
hibiting shipments of all firearms 
and ammunition in interstate com- 
merce except by licensed dealers. 

The bill, sponsored by Senators 
Copeland (Dem.), New York, Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, and Mur- 
phy (Dem.), Iowa, of the _ Anti- 
Crime Committee, now goes to the 
House. It was approved by unani- 
mous vote. 

The measure provides penalties of 
$2000 and five years’ imprisonment 
for violations. It would take effect 
30 days after passage. The bill 
prohibts importation of machine

Silica, which is sharp dust from 
sand or quartz, was said by the 
bureau to be responsible for many 
boiler explosions because it makes 
the steel brittle and weak. 

Some specimens of steel were 
cracked by the blow of a hammer 
after exposure to the silica, which 
apparently “worms itself along the 
grain boundaries” when dissolved 
in sodium hydroxide at high tem 
perature, the bureau said.

Dr. Marie de Goliere Da- 
venport Said to Have 
Been Born a Russian 

Princess — Undertaker 


Offers Services Free. 


Dr. Marie de Goliere Davenport, 
who died last evening at Barnes 
Hospital where physicians said she 


was undoubtedly the oldest patient 
ever received there, was saved from 
& pauper’s grave today by the offer 
of an undertaker to furnish funeral 
services and grave without charge. 
Dr. Davenport had given her age as 
111 and in health lectures through- 
out this country in the last 50 years 
had said she was born a Russian 
Princess. 

Admitted to the hospital as a 
charity patient, she underwent an 
operation last Saturday for re- 
moval of a cancer of the stomach. 
Although she had said she was the 
mother of 11 sons, no’survivors are 


cept her third husband, William H. 
Davenport, 65, who rooms at 761 
North Euclid avenue. He is a house- 
to-house hosiery salesman. 

Her Account of Herself. 

In lectures and newspaper inter- 
views Dr. Davenport said she was 
born in 1824 the daughter of the 
Russian Prince Pazkoff. As she 
told the story, she was stricken 
with cholera at the age of 2 and 


tour the world, telling others how 
to live to attain longevity. 

Audiences at her health lectures 
recalled her as a small and agile 
woman—she weighed 89 pounds— 
of vigorous speech and unusual 
physical alertness. She used to say 
that she took liquor in moderation, 
smoked cigarettes when she wanted 
to, followed always that in modera- 
tion in eating, drinking and exer- 
cise lay: the fundamental principle 
of longevity. Two years ago she 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter in 
an interview that she still had all 
of her teeth but four. These four, 
she said, were lost when, at the 
age of 91, she was kicked in the 
mouth by her saddle.horse. 
Prince’s Bride, Widowed by Duel. 

She said that as a child she was 
taken by her father to Switzerland 
where she was educated in a con- 
vent. At the age of 16, she said, 
she married a Russian prince, “a 
dashing, handsome fellow,” who 
was killed in a duel just before the 
birth of their son. 

Next, she continued, she married 
the Marquis de Golier, and bore him 
10 sons, before he died 17 years 
later on the hunting field. After

Got $250 for Signing. 

Five weeks later, he said, he went 

to see Scheer, accompanied by At- 


torney Maher, who had previously 
given information about the bond 
burning to the Circuit Attorney. At 
that time, he said, he tried to get 
Scheer to pay Maher some money, 
but no amount was mentioned. Ap- 
parently this was a reference to the 
$200 which Peikert had testified 
Repple was seeking to have turned 
over by Maher to the Circuit At- 
torney. 

On cross-examination, Repple tes- 
tified that he received $250 for sign- 
ing the bond and turned over $100 
of it to George Dominick, bonds- 
man, who had referred Scheer to 
him.

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BAR'S TESTIMONY 
UN GALLANT AND 
HANNIGAN ENDED 


Lawyer Defendants in Dis- 
barment Proceeding Get 
Recess to Monday to Pre- 
pare Defense. 


29 WITNESSES 
AGAINST THEM 


Most of Them Former Em- 
ployes of Cement Com- 
panies at Independence 
and Hannibal. 


The State Bar Committee closed 
its case last evening againsct Ma- 
rion J. Hannigan and Otis M. Gal- 
lant, former law partners, charged 
with unethical conduct, with the 
testimony of the last of 29 wit- 
nesses, Most of them former em- 
ployes of cement companies. The 
respondents obtained a continua- 
tion until Monday for preparation 


jof their defense. 


Frank Hollingsworth of Mexico 
and Seward McKittrick of St. 
Louis, counsel for the Bar Com- 
mittee, opened the hearing Feb. 10 
before Special Commissioner D. E. 
Williams in the assembly room of 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals. Aft- 
er questioning Hannigan they 
produced three sets of witnesses, 
from St. Louis, Independence and 
Hannibal, in support of the com- 
mittee’s charges that the respond- 
ents had conspired to practice law 
in an unprofessional manner by so- 
liciting occupational disease claims 
against cement companies through 
runners and splitting fees with lay 
employes. 

Testimony on Solicitation. 

Some of the witnesses who had 
been employed by the Missouri 
Portland Cement Co. at St. Louis 
and Independence and the Univer- 
sal Atlas Cement Co. at Hannibal, 
testified they had been solicited 
to emply Gallant and Hannigan by 
Robert Guttman, lay employe of 
the firm, and by Sidney Gallant, 
also a non-lawyer employe and 
brother of Otis Gallant. 

Hollingsworth « introduced = evi- 
dence from the books of the firm, 
which he contended, over Hanni- 
gan’s denial, proved the charge of 
fee-splitting by showing substantial 
payments to Guttman and Sidney 
Gallant and several other lay em- 
ployes in 1933, 1934 and 1935. 

Activities of Guttman and Sid- 
ney Gallant among the cement com- 
pany workers, as described by the 
witnesses, took place largely in the 
summer of 1934, not long after Gal- 
lant & Hannigan nad obtained a 


$25,000 judgment in St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court for Otto Horachek, for- 
mer employe of Missouri Portland. 

It was the Horachek case which 
Hannigan described in his testi- 
mony as the first pneumoconiosis 
claim.tried in this section of the 
country. The judgment was set- 
tled for $6000. Pneumoconiosis is 


an affection of the lungs, similar to 


| silicosis, caused by inhalation of 


cement and other dusts. 
The Line of Defense. 

The defense, as indicated by Han- 
nigan’s testimony and his cross-ex- 
amination of other witnesses, will 
be that the workmen-clients sought 
out Gallant & Hannigan through 
fellow workers who themselves al- 
ready had employed the law firm. 
As to the charge of fee-splitting, 
Hannigan has testified that the pay- 
ments to the firm’s lay employes 
constituted regular salary and ex- 
penses for investigations. 

Hannigan, who has appeared at 
the hearings without Otis Gallant, 
ill in Barnes Hospital, has made a 
flat denial that the firm ever han- 
died any claims or suits for em- 
ployes or former employes of Uni- 
versal Atlas Cement Co., contend- 
ing that if Sidney Gallant did make 
trips to Hannibal to obtain employ- 
ment contracts it was wholly with- 
out authority of the firm. He did 
learn of Gallant’s trips after they 
were made, he said, and promptly 
rebuked his employe and docked 
his salary for the time he was 
away. 

The bar committee called wit- 
nesses who said Sidney Gallant had 
sought their claims and signed 
them up to 50-50 contracts, after 
mentioning Gallant & Hannigan. 
Some of these witnesses produced 
letters writen to them on the sta- 
tionery of Gallant & Hannigan, but 
Hannigan said the signatures were 
not his or Otis Gallant’s and that 
the letters were written without 
the firm’s knowledge or authority. 

Hannigan’s Explanation. 

Hannigan offered an explanation 
that he had refused the Hannibal 
business because the firm had more 
claims than it could handle prompt- 
ly and because he felt sure the Uni- 
versal Atlas company, incorporated 
in another state, would remove all 
lawsuits to Federal Court, where 
Hannigan had had “unfortunate ex- 
oT in pneumoconiosis litiga- 

on.” 

Some of the Hannibal witnesses 
testified they came to St. Louis for 
medical examination at Sidney Gal- 
lant’s direction and on his promise 
to pay their expenses. One of them 
said he was interviewed by Hanni- 
gan in Hannigan’s private office, 
but the lawyer denied this. 

Hannigan contended that several 
of these witnesses were in fact 
clients of another St. Louis at- 
torney. Testimony of two of them, 
Roscoe Turner and Thomas John- 
son, both Negroes, was struck from 


the record on Hannigan’s motion. 
He argued their testimony had not 
connected Sidney Gallant's activi- | 
with the firm or shown that the 
layman was acting within the 
scope of his employment,

STORY OF GAMBLING 
AT ILUNOIS PRISON 


Race Betting Once Common at 
Joliet, Investigators Told; 
$1500 in Poker Game. 


By the Asscciated Press. 

JOLIET, Ill, Feb. 20.— Emmett 
Moynihan, Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney of Cook County, said today an 
inmate of Joliet Penitentiary told 
Gov. Horner’s investigating com- 
mittee that gambling on horse 
races— with prisoners frequently 


carrying hundreds of dollars in 
bills, was once common in the 
prison. 

The informant said “soft jobs,” 
freedom from strict discipline and 
other advantages, could be bought 
by inmates with sufficient money 
four or five “years ago, but said 
such conditions no longer existed, 
‘Moynihan —_ disclosed. Moynihan 
represented Thomas J. Courtney, 
Cook County State’s Attorney, on 
the prison investigating committee 
appointed by the Governor follow- 
ing the killing in prison of Richard 
Loeb, who, with Nathan Leopold, 
murdered 14 - year - old Bobby 
Franks. 

Adhering to the committee’s pol- 
icy of keeping its prisoner-witness 
anonymous, Moynihan said: “Gam- 
bling in cells was controlled by men 
known as ‘big shots,’ who also were 
able to dispense favors to other 
convicts able to pay for them. Our 
man told us he wanted a job in 
the prison hospital at one time, 
and approached a ‘big shot’ for it. 
He was told that he could have the 
job any time he wanted it—for $50. 
He said he thought the price was 
too. high, and didn’t pay.” 

Convicts Admire New Warden. 

Moynihan said the prisoner told 
the committee the present warden, 
Joseph E. Ragen, was admired by 
the prison population for his cour- 
age in going about the prison yard 
unarmed and unguarded, and that 
Ragen had restored discipline and 
banished privileges. 

Two members of the Governor's 
committee representatives—Moyni- 
han and Warden Roy Best of Colo- 
rado State penitentiary—continued 
interviewing inmates. 

After talking to 10 convicts, 
Moynihan and Best said they were 
told money in the hands of pris- 
oners had controlled the peniten- 
tiary for the 25 years precoding 
1935. ‘The money, they said they 
were informed, came into the pri- 
son from friends of the convicts 
through guards, who received a 
percentage of all they handled. 

One convict, they Cisclosed, es- 
timated that at oné .ime there was 
as much as $15,000 in cash in the 
hands of the prisoners. 

$1500 Poker Game. 

“One convict told us he had seen 
a poker session in progress in one 
of the cells with $1500 in the game,” 
said Moynihan. “Another said that 
until a year ago the convict gang 
actually ran the prison.” 

The gang leaders could be dis- 
tinguished “a mile away” because 
they did not wear the regulation 
prison garb, the investigators 
heard. During the summer, Moyni- 
han said, the ‘big shots’ usually 
wore “white shirts and white duck 
or flannel trousers. 

“Liquor and narcotics were free- 
ly retailed, we were told, and pris- 
oners made liquor which they sold 
to other prisoners for a dollar a 
pint.”

An unusual and rapid movement 


of the smoke cloud that: hovered, 


over the city all day yesterday was

DEAN CROWLEY TALKS 
ON YOUTH'S PROBLEMS 


Educators’ Own Generation 
Responsible for Conditions 
Now, He Says. 


Those educators who bewail the 
“lack of proprieties” and the “lack 
of faith” of young people today 
were told last night by Dr. Frances 
M. Crowley, dean of the St. Louis 
University School of Eduéation, 


that it was they and their genera- 
tion which made and formed the 
conditions under which youth lives 
today. He spoke at the convention 
of the National Association of 
Deans of Women at Hotel Statler. 

“Perhaps no generation has been 
so deeply stirred as ours,” he said, 
“on the question of the supposed 
lack of observance of the proprie- 
ties by the youth of the land. 
There have been charges and coun- 
ter-charges, recriminations, sur- 
mises and dire predictions. 

“IT am afraid that IT am an incur- 
able optimist when it comes to be- 
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lief in the inherent goodness of 
American youth. If there has been 
any tendency to set aside the high 
standards that we of an older gen- 
eration held sacred, it can be largely 
attributed to the failure of the 
home and the school to provide the 
necessary safeguards for youth. We 
must remember that we are largely 
responsible for conditions as they 
are today, and the responsibility 
rests with us to supply ideal sur- 
roundings for youth to move in be- 
fore we give way to criticism. 

“If the youth of today approaches 
his problems with what some have 
termed ‘blasting frankness,’ do not 


be led into the belief that he is in- |

herently bad at heart. 
front is only too often mere camou- 
flage.”

“Our mania for regulatory legis- 


lation is due in part to our belief

UNIONS EMBARGO 
ON MALT IMPORT 


Federal Commission Inves- 
tigates After Seven Na- 
tions Protest to State De- 
partment.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. — The 
Federal Trade Commission has dis- 
closed it is making an investigation 
into charges by seven foreign gov- 
ernments that a trade union was 
conducting an “illegal embargo” 
against importations of foreign 
malt.

the International Union of Brewery, 
Flour, Cereal and Séft Drink Work- 
ers. The governments said instruc- 
tions had been given to the union’s 
members to refuse to handle malt 
that does not bear a union label. 

The State Department was told 
cancellations of orders, and threats 
of further cancellations from brew- 
eries that import special malt for 
light beer. American imports of 
barley malt last year totaled 320,- 
622,537 pounds, valued at $9,043,234. 

The representations made by Bel- 
gium are understood to have con- 
tended that the malt import inci- 
dent violates the spirit if not the 
letter of a recently concluded Bel- 
gian-American trade agreement.

sumed the provisional presidency of 
Paraguay last night. Franco re- 
turned yesterday by plane from 
Buenos Aires, 13 days after he was 
exiled by the Ayala Government on 
charges of subversive activity. 

He took over the provisional 
presidency .ollowing consultation 
with military leaders of the revolt 
which overthrew the Ayala Govern- 
ment, which had directed the coun- 
try since August, 1932. 

Col. Franco announced the names 
of his cabinet members as follows: 
Minister of Interior, Dr. Gomez 
Freire Estevez; Provisional Minis- 
ter of War and Marine, and Minis- 
ter of Relations, Dr. Juan Stefan- 
ici; Minister of Justice and Educa- 
tion, Dr. Anselmo Jover Peralta; 
Minister of Agriculture, Bernardino 
Caballero; Minister of Finance, Dr. 
Luis Freyre Estevez. 

The selection of ministers fol- 
lowed Franco’s installation in the 
presidential palace. 

Franco received a rousing wel- 
come from a large crowd of sol- 
diers, Chaco war veterans and ci- 
vilians. 

Anselmo Jover Peralta, another 
Paraguayan exile who returned 
with Franco, said the program of 
the Government would be devoted 
to an interpretation “of the desires 
of the popular front for reconstruc- 
tion.” 

The new administration, Peralta 
said, would work for “re-establish- 
ment of rights and guarantees, so- 
cial and labor reforms, an agrarian 
policy, and aid the rural dweller 
giving him land and other necessi- 
ties for production and elevating 
his cultural and technical capace 
ity.” /

‘EEFERRING to your lucid and logical 
R caitorial of Feb. 16 on the wild life 
situation in Missouri, might the newly-or- 
ganized Restoration and Conservation 
Federation of Missouri point out that 
prompt action of the people of the State 
is necessary to get the necessary’ signa- 
_ tures to put the amendment on the ballot 
for the next November election? 

The plan is sane, sound and practical 
and the possibilities are most apparent 
‘to anyone who has knowledge of the for- 
‘mer existence of wild life in this State. 
‘We are spending our inheritance and it

The point is to 
get this over to the people of the State 
and overcome inertia. 

The Restoration and Conservation Fed- 
eration of Missouri has an excellent plan,

term of office will continue during good 
behavior and satisfactory service. The 
‘commission would have control over all 
the wild: life resources of the State, in- 
cluding game, fish, song birds, forestry 
and other wild life resources. 

By having control under a non-parti- 
san, non-salaried commission, continuity 
would be established and no change of 
administration would affect the situation, 
for the terms of the four commissioners 
would be staggered. 

The license fees for fishing and hunt- 
ing would be in a separate fund, to be 
used for the purposes for which they are 
given. Such a plan has produced re 
markable results in Pennsylvania, Ore- 
‘gon, Minnesota, Wisconsin, New York 
and other states and will produce similar 
results in Missouri, a state as well as or 
even more favorably endowed with nat- 
ural resources.

But it was the function of the court in our system 
of government, the ability and courage with which 
it had discharged its duties, the exalted character 
of its personnel throughout the years—it was those 
considerations that constituted his thesis. 

Voltaire’s cynical conjecture that if we didn’t have 
a God it would be necessary to invent one has been 
quoted and paraphrased into almost a platitude. Yet 
it is applicable in this instance. If there had been 
no Supreme Court with authority to review legisla- 
tion, it is the consensus of thoughtful citizens that 
the great American experiment would either have 
gone on the rocks or drifted far from the charted 
course it has sailed. Mr. Cox discusses that point 
succinctly and with clarity. It is hardly too much 
to say that he reduces the position of the anti-review 
school to an absurdity. Thus: 

If the framers of the Constitution did not in- 
tend to subject acts of Congress to judicial re-— 
view, and still did not intend that Congress 
should have unlimited power, then what check 
upon Congress did they intend to impose? Con- 
gress holds a check on the executive and judi- 
ciary through the power of impeachment, but 
who holds a check on Congress? 

There is the question. The answer is found in 
the vitality of a democracy that has survived “the 
ordeal of fire,” a vitality to which the Supreme 
Court’s contribution has been indispensable and in- 


calculable. . 
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MR. SCHWAB PIPES UP. 

Just as many of us were permitting ourselves to 
become encouraged over the business outlook, Charles 
M. Schwab dampens our ardor by coming forth with 
one of his famous optimistic statements. “Every- 
thing seems to be looking better,” says Mr. Schwab, 
“and I am able to say that I am an optimist with 
much more conviction than has been possible in the 
past several years.” Dire things usually accom- 
pany such statements by Mr. Schwab. 

In May, 1929, Mr. Schwab said: 

I do not feel there is any danger to the pub- 
lic in the present situation. Money is now being. 
lent in Wall Street by people who never lent it 
before. As long as the people remain enthusias- 
tic and interested, the market will hold up. 

On Oct. 25, 1929, the day after the market crashed 
to the tune of five billion dollars, Mr. Schwab told 
his colleagues of the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute: 

In my long association with the steel industry, 

I have never known it to enjoy a greater stabil- 

ity or more promising outlook than it does today. 

And on Dec. 10 of the same fateful year, Mr. 
Schwab got up before the Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and spoke as follows: 

Never before has American business been as 
firmly intrenched for prosperity as it is today. 

. This great speculative era in Wall Street, 
in which stocks have crashed, means nothing 
in the welfare of business. 

So, since Mr. Schwab’s latest statement, we are 


holding our breath. 
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OBJECTIVES OF THE COPELAND BILL. 

Ina recent editorial on the Copeland food and drug 
bill, we pointed out that the present act, fathered by 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, has been on the statute books 
since 1906, and is badly in need of revision because 
of changed conditions and practices. This fact is 
elaborated by T. Swann Harding, food and drug ex- 
pert, in an article in the Economic Forum. 

Many new types of food adulteration have arisen 
as a by-product of scientific treatment of foods by 
technicians. Under this head, Mr. Harding lists: 
“Fumigation of foods with toxic gases to destroy in- 
sects; the presence of heavy metals in foods derived 
from materials or containers used in their manufac- 
ture; the spraying of fruit trees and vegetables with 
salts of poisonous metals in order to rid them of 
destroying insects; the treatment of flour with vari- 
ous bleaching and improving agents, and the use of 
preservatives in certain foods; the fortification of 
common foods by the addition of vitamin concentrates 
or mineral salts; the uncontrolled exposure of com- 
mon foods to ultra-violet irradiation without full 
knowledge of possible evils; the introduction of syn- 
thetic colors and flavors.” 

Dr. Wiley could not have anticipated these and 
other developments, nor could he have foreseen the 
tremendous rise of the cosmetics industry. In Dr. 
Wiley’s time, the use of rouge, lipstick and various 
other things now considered indispensable aids to nat- 
ural feminine beauty was strictl) limited. Senator 
Copeland’s bill brings cosmetics under control to 
prevent the sale of harmful preparations. It will be 
recalled that a woman in Ohio was blinded some 
years ago after using an eyelash beautifier. 

Another lrole in the present law is that while it 
covers statements made in labels and circulars, it 
does not cover other kinds of advertising. So that 
an ignorant or unscrupulous manufacturer, however 
truthful he may be in his labels, may disseminate his 
product by false advertising. “It is quite immateri- 
al,” as Mr. Harding says, “whether these false state- 
ments be made on labels or on billboards, in hand- 
bills, in magazines or newspapers, or over the radio. 
The law should have as its primary motives the pro- 
tection of the public health, the promotion of sound 
business enterprise, the prevention of fraud.” 

The last sentence sums up admirably the objectives 
of the Copeland bill. 
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PROGRESS AT COLUMBIA. 

The first issue of the Missouri Law Review, which 
has just made its appearance, is a distinct credit to 
its editors, the law faculty of the University of 
Missouri School of Law. Its form and typography 
are pleasing to the eye and its contents compare 
favorably with those of the long-established law 
journals. The plan to print both articles of general 
interest and contributions dealing with problems of 
jurisprudence that arise in Missouri takes form in 
the first issue. John Hanna of the Columbia Uni- 
versity Law School, lately visiting professor at the 
University of Missouri, analyzes the new Frazier- 
Lemke Act, and Irvin H. Fathchild of the Chicago bar

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FREE POSTAGE FOR CAMPAIGN PROPAGANDA. 

The campaign is in its infancy, but the deluge has 
begun—the deluge of political literature bearing the 
frank of Congress members and carried without 
charge in the mails. Every newspaper office, every 
radio station and many voters are receiving the mass 
of propaganda. The deluge will grow as the cam- 
paign warms up, for there is no legal limit to use 
of the privilege. The legend on this literature, “Not 
printed at Government expense,” will deceive few, 
since it is obvious that the senders avoid the chief 
cost of circularization—postage. 

What does this Government subsidy to the cam- 
paign cost the taxpayer? Anybody’s guess is good for 
this year, but figures for last year—a political off- 
year—are illuminating. The total cost of congres- 
sional franks (charged illogically against the operat- 
ing expenses ofthe Postoffice Department) was $577,- 
000. This means that each member of Congress av- 
eraged almost $1100 worth of free postage last year; 
that each one sent out an average of about 150 pieces 
of mail each week day, far more than needed for of- 
ficial business, the original intent of the franking 
privilege. In addition, some part of the $31,281,600 


+cost of transporting Government mail went for po- 


litical purposes, for this includes the mailing of offi- 
cial reports and bulletins ordered sent to their con- 
stituents by members of Congress. 

The present deluge, however, consists purely of 
political matter. It is drawn largely from the ap- 
pendix of the Congressional Record, that gigantic 
catch-all for undelivered speeches, newspaper and 
magazine clippings, poetry, statistical tables, radio 
addresses, etc., all printed by “unanimous consent” at 
a cost to the taxpayer of $58 per page. It is a sim- 
ple matter for the party strategists to get a piece of 
propéganda into the Record, and then broadcast re- 
prints under the frank of a member. 

Is it not time that this abuse be stopped? That the 
Government cease subsidizing the campaign of the 
dominant party (whichever it may be) by allowing 
free use of the mails for its campaign material? That 
members of Congress be separated from the petty per- 
quisite of advertising, without limit, their own mer- 
its and those of their party at the taxpayers’ expense? 

It is indeed high time. But since action depends 
apon the votes of the very legislators who find the 
practice to their advantage, the chances for stopping 
it are remote. There may be a reaction, however, if 
every voter who receives a franked campaign circular 
comes to realize that he is helping pay for its distri- 
bution. 
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NOW THE JONES PLAN. 

The Townsend pension plan has a formidable rival 
which already, according to its prospectus, has set 
the west coast of Oregon agog. It is the Jones stu- 
dent pension plan, originated by one of»the Jones 
boys, Prof. W. C. Jones, head of the economics de- 
partment at Willamette University. It, too, provides 
for a $200-a-month pension, but payable to all col- 
lege and high school students instead of to the aged. 
The plan, it is asserted, will relieve parents of a 
burden, stimulate education and national enlighten- 
ment and increase business in the varied fields pat- 
ronized by students. The scheme is described as ex- 
ceedingly flexible, chiefly in that no method has yet 
been decided upon for raising the necessary money. 

The Jones plan is a decided improvement over the 
Townsend plan in the matter of membership dues. 
One button a year is all the Jonesites charge. 
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RISE OF INVISIBLE TAXATION. 

The United States News has performed a highly 
useful service in compiling figures showing the trend 
of Federal taxation in recent years. The statistics 
make plain the extent to which policy has shifted 
toward greater reliance on indirect or invisible taxes 
(those on cigarettes, theater tickets, gasoline and 
other commodities) and away from direct or visible 
taxes (levies on individual and corporation incomes). 
The following figures from the compilation tell the

The indirect taxes are largely “nuisance” taxes, 
sharing with all sales taxes the evil of being levied 
with no regard for ability to pay. So imposed, they 
tend to reduce consumption and to weigh unfairly 
upon the low-income groups. 

This is not the greatest peril in the trend, how- 
ever. When the bulk of Federal income comes from 
invisible taxation, as it now does, the taxpayer does 
not know accurately how heavily the weight of Gov- 
ernment spending presses upon him. The valuable 
control of public opinion upon the public purse thus 
is not available. 

It will doubtless be a revelation to most citizens 
that the Government now derives considerably more 
than half its income from invisible taxes, A reor- 
ganization of the tax system is in order, so that taxa- 
tion may be brought out into the open and imposed 
on a basis of ability to pay.

INTEND to prove just three things: (1) 
| that not a member of Congress would 

vote for a fixed old-age pension of $200 a 
month; (2) that Dr. Townsend and his as- 
sociates have already abandoned the $200-a- 
month pension; (3) that the organizers of 
Townsend clubs are misleading the people, 
collecting dues and stating that a $200-a- 
month pension has a chance to pass Con- 
gress. 

I recently spoke to my colleagues in the 
House on the Townsend plan. I asked any 
member of Congress that if he favored pay- 
ing a $200-a-month pension to make it 
known by going on record to that effect. To 
date, no member of the House has recorded 
himself as being in favor of such a pension 
plan. Even Congressman John McGroarty, 
father of the Townsend legislation in the 
House, does not favor a fixed $200-a-month 
pension. In an interview published last Sun- 
day, Representative Main of Michigan, who, 
according to the Townseridites, is advocating 
payment of the $200-a-month pension, de- 
nied he would vote for this plan. 

On the other hand, to this very day or- 
ganizers of Townsend clubs throughout the 
United States are taking dimes, quarters and 
dollars from the people, telling them that 
Congress in all probability would pass a 
$200-a-month pension plan because Dr. 
Townsend and Townsend headquarters in 
Washington are demanding a $200-a-month 
pension for all over 60.

Fourteen days have elapsed since I chal- 
lenged the members of Congress to state 
openly if they were for the $200-a-month 
pension. Surely, if any member was seri- 
ously for the plan, he would have made 
known his stand by this time, This proves’ 
my first point beyond a doubt; not a mem- 
ber of Congress would vote for a fixed pen-. 
sion of $200 a month. 

You people who are paying 25 cents per 
year to be a member of the Townsend club, 
and those of you that are paying 10 cents 
per month to meet the club’s quota, and 
especially you privileged members who pay 
$1 per month in order to belong to Dr. Town- 
send’s Legion, ask yourselves, Why are you 
paying this money? 

There is no Townsend plan; it has been 
abandoned. All the energies of Dr. Town- 
send and the Old-Age Revolving Pension, 
Ltd., are now backing the McGroarty bill.

How tenderly these are regarded 
by big business is strikingly evinced 
in a number pf briefs filed by them 
with the Supreme Court in a pend- 
ing case. The case involves. the 
Government’s prosecution of the 
Sugar Institute on charges of vio- 
lating the anti-trust laws. 

The briefs read amazingly like a 
plea for a new NRA; that is, for 
that portion of the NRA which ex- 
empted business from the anti- 
monopoly laws. 

Little has been heard about the 
Sugar Institute case. But in legal 
and commercial circles it is rated 
one of the most important and far- 
reaching to come before the court in 
years. 

At stake is the vital question of 
whether the long-standing anti- 
trust laws shall be eonstrued to pro- 
hibit collective action to fix prices 
and regulate intra-industry compe- 
tition. Under the NRA, business, 
in exchange for labor and consumer 
concessions, was permitted to en- 
joy greatly desired privileges. 

In the Sugar Institute case, pow- 
erful business interests are seeking 
a Supreme Court interpretation of 
the anti-trust laws that will allow 
them to continue doing so—without 
giving labor and the consumer any 
protectéve provisions in return. 

If the Court should hold with the 
Sugar Institute members, it would 
mean, in effect, that they had 
gained practically everything sought 
from the NRA—without the re- 
straints contained in that law. 

Among the powerful business 
groups filing briefs supporting the 
Sugar Institute are the Cotton Tex- 
tile Institute, Window Glass Manu- 
facturers, National Lumber Manu- 
facturers, and a large aggregation 
of industries associated under the 
title of the Consumer Goods Indus- 
tries Committee.

EARLY ARCHITECTURE 
IN STATE DISCUSSED 


Charles _ Van Ravenswaay, 
Boonville, Gives Illustrated 
Lecture at Art Museum. 


Charles van MRavenswaay of 
Boonville discussed the domestic 
architecture of Missouri before 1850 
in an illustrated lecture at the City 
Art Museum yesterday afternoon. 

“Three different nationalities — 
the French, Anglo-Americans and 
Germans — settled Missouri,” he 
said. Each brought its own pecu- 
liar cultural traditions from its for- 
mer home.” 


The French were the first to 
come to Missouri with the purpose 
of making it their permanent 
home, he said. “Aost of the exam- 
ples of the types of homes they 
built are to be found in Ste. Gene- 
vieve. “The primary considerations 
in building a house at this time 
were protection from the weather 
and Indians.” 


Homes at Ste. Genevieve. 

Ravenswaay illustrated the earli- 
est, or what he called the tradi- 
tional type of French building, 
with a picture of the Bolduc house 
in Ste. Genevieve. It was built in 
1780 of cedar logs and plaster and 
later covered with a sheathing of 
boards, and had a gallery or porch 
on three sides. The roof is very 
steep and rises to a high peak. 

He pointed out that while the 
French preferred to live in com- 
munal groups they like a certain 
amount of privacy so always built 
their homes close to the street and 
left room at the side and back for 
gardens. The French built their 
home@ of stone later but main- 
tained the characteristics used in 
the early log construction. 


Later French Types. 

The best examples of the later 
French homes, he said, were the 
Francois and Felix Valle homes in 
Ste. Genevieve. Some of the char- 
acteristics of American architec- 
ture were borrowed in these build- 
ings which were constructed be- 
tween 1790 and 1800. A third floor 
hwas added by the use of dormer 
windows. The tops of the first and 
second floor windows were span- 
ned by single pieces of stone. A 
simple cornice was added at the 
base of the roof. The shutters on 
the first floor were solid, probably 
for protection, and on the second 
floor the Venetian type of blind 
was used. 

The interior of these homes was 
very simple. The French, Ravens- 
waay said, when they came to 
America acquired the Americans’ 
love of the fireplace and almost 
never heated homes with stoves. 
The mantels were undecorated and 
the hearths were made of a solid 
piece of limestone. 

“When the American pioneer 
came into Missouri his great prob- 
lem was to make a home quickly,” 
Ravenswaay said. “Early travelers 
to Missouri described the living con- 
ditions as horrible. The houses 
were built of logs und the chimneys 
of mud. They had no windows and 
the floors were dirt. 

McMahon House at Arrow Rock. 

“Later, cabins which looked like 
houses were built. One of the best 
examples of this construction is the 
Thomas McMahon house near Ar- 
row Rock. The first cabins were 
single rooms. Later ‘shot gun’ 
houses of two rooms with a dog 
trot between were built. The dog 
trot was later inchosed, when sec- 
ond floors were added and became 
the conventional American en- 
trance hall with the stairway lead- 
ing to the second floor. Wings 
were added to these houses from 
time to time, usually on the sides. 
A kitchen wing was often built in 
the rear of the house.” 

Illustrations shown of this type 
of house were the Morrison and 
Burchardt houses near Fayette and 
Howard County and Hickman and 
Tarton Turner houses also in How- 
ard County. 

“The archeological discoveries in 
Greece and Italy made themselves 
felt in American architecture. Va- 
riations of classical traditions were 
translated into the conventions, 
used in America, by the Adam 
brothers. Their influence is best 
seen in the fan arches over door

ways and the modified rosette and 
sun burst designs over the man- 
tels.” 

The classic influence was most 
evident, he said, in porticoes and 
columns, some of which “were 
stuck on and others built as part 
of the house.” 

Ravenswaay illustrated houses 
which showed the classic influences 
with pictures of the Dr. Locke Har- 
diman and William B. Sappington 
houses at Arrow Rock and the 
Thomas Nelson house at Boonville. 

“The third influence in Missouri 
architecture was the German,” he 
said. “It is characterized by stiff- 
ness, sturdy construction, step 
gables, and a large amount of con- 
ventionalized design. It was subject 
to much the same local influence, 
that the French and American 
buildings were.” 

_As outstanding German buildings 
in Missouri he mentioned the old 
tannery and the Dr. William Kiel 
house at Bethel, Shelby County. 
The tannery was constructed of 
plaster built on a timber frame, a 
style of construction common in 
rural Germany. Other German 
houses which he discussed were the 
Shoemaker house near Boonville, 
the home of the late Dr. Alexander 
DeMenil, Thirteenth and Cherokee 
streets, St. Louis, and houses in 
Hermann and Washington, Mo.

000 to the Government in 1937, and 
an increasing amount each year for 
many years under the retirement 
laws.

31 MORE INDICTMENTS 
IN INSURANCE SWINDLE 


16 Persons Under Arrest—Five 
Doctors Among Those Ac- 
cused at Brooklyn. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Sixteen 
persons, who were indicted with 
15 others in Brooklyn yesterday. as 
alleged participants in a $500,000 
insurance swindle, were arrested 
last night. 

Among those arrested were two 
physicians and five women. Three 
other physicians are under indict- 
ment. 

The defendants, most of whom 
are residents of Brooklyn, were 
said by District Attorney William 
F. X. Geoghan of Kings County 
to have participated in a scheme 
to defraud nearly 100 insurance 
companies by insuring sick and 
aged persons without their knowl- 
edge. 

Nine other persons were indicted 
Jan. 22 in an instance in which the 
prosecutor charges 42 policies were 
taken out on the life of a Brook- 
lyn man. 

In the indictments yesterday, the 
prosecutor said, are three brothers, 
another group of four brothers, two 
pairs of sisters and several drug- 
gists. 

One of the counts charges that 
a woman of 73 was listed as 55 
and her death last fall of cancer 
was listed in a death certificate as 
caused by pneumonia. An 83-year- 
old man is alleged to have been re- 
ported as 49 in the application 
blank.

MOVIE OPERATORS’ BILL 
TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Theater and Union Man at Hearing 
Agree Practice Now Provides 
Man for Each Machine. 

A bill to require one operator for 
each movie projecting machine in 
theaters was taken under advise- 
ment by the Public Safety Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen yes- 
terday, following a public hearing 
at which representatives of theater 
owners and of union operators 
agreed that their practice already 
provided for this. 

The bill was sponsored by the op- 
erators’ union. Harold W. Evens, 
manager of Loew's Theater, objected 
that it was an attempt to write a 
union regulation into the law.

OUTH is at a crisis. 
Y Four and a half million youths 

out of school are unable to find 
employment. The upward trend of 
crime is in the ages between 14 
and 25. Youth is the victim of 
the depression and post-war social 
upheavals. Youth hasn’t a chance. 
Too much is being done for youth. 
Educational systems do not edu- 
cate. Youth is cynical, apathetic, 
abandoned to pleasure, youth has 


stopped “flaming”; has become 
more serious and thoughtful. 


There may be differences of 
opinion about what ails youth in 
these notes made at conferences of 
the National Association of Deans 
of Women, yesterday, Something 
must be wrong with youth, but 
certainly youth is not suffering for 
want of discussion, analyses of his 
problems and zeal to remedy them 
as conferences of 12 national or 
regional organizations concerned 
with vocational guidance, educa- 
tion, personnel subjects, follow each 
other and overlap here this week. 

Greater cvu-operation between 
youth and age is the remedy em- 
phasized by the deans. ‘Not work- 
ing for, but with youth,” Miss Irma 
E. Voight, dean of women at Ohio 
State University and president of 
the association, expressed it, “Youth 
is no different from what it al- 
ways has been. The rules or con- 
ventions they break are different, 
that is all. I broke rules when I 
was young. I was a Tom boy and 
shocked my elders.” In middle age 
she is a robust, vital, hearty per- 
son who looks as if she never did 
anything half-heartedly. “Yet I 
find it hard to adjust myself to 
some of the iconoclasms of you 
today. For example, I can’t 
used to seeing women smoke.’I can 
rationalize it in my mind on the 
ground that it is a matter of per- 
sonal taste and privilege but I find 
it hard to control my emotional 
reaction to it. I tolerate it, how- 
ever, with no more than an invol- 
unary sniff when I smell tobacco 
and my girls are inclined to say, 
‘You are such a brick about it,’ and 
refrain from smoking when I am 
present. That should be the spirit, 
I think, a give and take of mutual 
consideration and responsibility. In 
more important matters the same 
spirit leads to better understand- 
ing, more confidence between the 
two generations.”

LAMING youth of the ‘20s, pro- 
F auce of post-war readjustments, 

has given place to a more seri: 
ous and sober youth, she said. 
“Literally more sober since repeal 
of prohibition. It is no longer 
smart to drink. The young mar- 
ried folk are the ones who have 
not got their balance and we have 
the phenomenon of young people 
being ashamed of adult behavior 
toward liquor. 

“T find a larger number of boys 
and girls more appreciative of their 
opportunities and making better 
use of them. Greater numbers are 
working their way through school.

What Shall Be Done About Youth? 


Women Educators of the Country Meet Here to Discuss the Problem 
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MISS ALICE G. LLOYD 


“No generation has faced more 
discouraging problems in - youth 
than this one,” she said. “Many in- 
fluences are at fault—a profound 
post-war disillusionment, with the 
psychology of despair, the era of 
unprecedented prosperity and orgy 
of spending and simultaneously the 
Freudian theory embraced with 
characteristic enthusiasm in Amer- 
ica, that restraint in any form is 
the root of all evil—prohibition 
which had the unexpected effect of 
advertising drinking and fostering 
an anti-social attitude—the automo- 
bile which removes youth so readi- 
ly from the restraining influences 
of home or decorum in the ballroom 
—the movies with their crude so- 
phistication and vulgar exploitation 
of sex curiosity—all these things 
have been at once the cause and 
manifestation of a new order. 


“Of course there had to be a re- 
action from restrictions. My own 
grandmother was not allowed to 
read anything but the Bible on Sun- 
days or walk anywhere but in the 
graveyard, We do not need a Freud 
to tell us we needed to free our-

selves from such a state of affairs. 
But with the Freudian theories ap- 
plied to the rearing of children, dis- 
cipline has become taboo, the hair 
brush and ruler banished as bar- 
baric. I cannot believe in the over- 
indulgence I see offered children. 
They have been given too much, 
waited on too constantly. They do 
not want to walk a few blocks. to 
school. They do not want to make 
any great effort even to amuse 
themselves. Their entertainment is 
planned for them. 


“With such training we expect 
them to be alert, resourceful, intel- 
ligent, sensitive to other people’s 
feelings and rights. That so many 
are, is to their everlasting credit.” 

The greatest fault, the cause of 
all other difficulties, Miss Lloyd 
found to be, “the unmotivated ex- 
istence of so many of our young 
people.” “In vivid contrast,” she 
said, “is the magnificent sacrifice 
Russian youth is making for its 
ideals. It is not for us to ques- 
tion the Communistic ideal is worth 
suffering for, but we must admire 
them for their courage and willing- 
ness to endure for their cause 
What is American youth standing 
for? The more privileged the 
youth, the less do they seem to be 
interested in anything but the pur- 
suit of happiness, which in their 
narrow sense means exciting enter- 
tainment. And while I find excite- 
ment, sophistication, thrills, terrors, 


‘foally, until it has proved itself. Is 


in the present social picture, I find 
singularly little joy. 

“Small groups may be alert on 
matters of politics and social prob- 
lems, but the majority of under- 
graduates do not read the daily pa- 
pers enough to know what is going 
on, and take no active stand on any 
issue.” 

She then read to illustrate her 
point and to the great amusement 
of her audience the following state- 
ments of freshmen ready to enter 
college. “I have a fascination for 
art and might attain some prestige 
in that field. I have been able to 
obtain athletic honors and could go 
far in physical education. But when 
you consider all my possiblities 
there is one more outstanding than 
all the others. My background is 
just so enmeshed in social service 
activities.” An American student af- 
ter having spent nine monthsin En- 
gland and France wrote, “this trip 
gave me a broader viewpoint of oth- 
er nations and insight in the way 
other people live; that they are not 
to be ignored because they are 
different than us, but helped 480 
they may acquire the ideals and 
customs of this country.” Another, 
“T am the only child and _ not 
spoiled. Of course, I am not one of 
those brilliant pupils, shining above 
others, but, as I have been told, I 
have unusual brains, just waiting 
patiently to exert their full ca- 
pacity.” And still another, “I have 
earned money for two years rais- 
ing guinea pigs for the medical 
school, and much have I learned 
about life, its emotions, etc.” 

“Though they are amusing,” com- 
mented Miss Lloyd, “they are also 
samples of immature self-satisfac- | 
tion hard to combat. 

In answer to some of the criti- 
cisms of his generation young Rob- 
ert N. Bush, a graduate student of 
Colorado State College, took the 
stand. 

“Our whole plea is for a chance,” 
he said. “Four and a half million 
of us out of school cannot find 
work. The whole attitude is on 
the side of experience. Even min- 
isters of the gospel won't admit 
new candidates. Boards of educa- 
tion employ only experienced. Hos- 
pitals are closed to student nurses, 
labor unions reduce apprentice- 
ships. The younger generation has 
come to be looked upon as an abid- 


ing nuisance.

“The most energetic element of 
the population is told nothing to do

it any wonder youth becomes mor- 
bid or that the criminal upward 
trend is in the age group between 
14 and 25? 

“Youth is acquiring habits of 
apathy, guilt, failure. A student 
with an M. A. degree said, ‘I feel 
like a stray cat.’ Surplus cattle, 
wheat, hogs may be disposed of, 
but you can’t keep youth in cold 
storage. 

“The problem is one of selling 
youth to the public, Business must 
be convinced of the futility of 
wasting the high-tide energies of 
the youthful generation. There 
must be a change from that of plac- 
ing complete confidence in age and 
experience to a point of recognizing 
that the enthusiasm and vigor of 
youth can co-operate with age and 
experience and contribute to a more 
abundant life. 

“The state of youth is at a crisis. 
Great pressures are straining. Will 
they burst the boilers and produce 
wreckage or will they be directed 
into turbines of constructive use- 
fulness? The challenge is before 


you.”

|headaches—of the migraine  va- 
‘riety. 
| For a glimpse of head-holding on 
a large scale, peek in on a session 
of the St. Louis Chess League some 
night. Hunched over the chessmen 
the players aic oblivious to time and 
| snow and uncomfortable chairs of 
| the type furnished by undertaking 
They do not joke or laugh 
or even say, “Well, how’ve you 
been?” They just sit and think 
and crochet snares and pitfalls for 
their opponents. 

Before the battle begins the boys 
are jolly enough. They exchange 
stories, mill around the room and 
laugh in good-natured camaraderie. 
Then the referee announces the 
Starting time. There is a deadly 
hush as the pairs find their tables. 
The clocks are set. The war is on. 
And the rest of the evening, usual- 
ly about four hours, is about as ex- 
citing to the uninitiated as sitting 
up with a corpse. 

The whole procedure doesn’t 
make much sense unless you know 
how to play chess. It is hard to 
believe that friends, or even  ac- 
quaintances, can sit across a small 
table from each other for hours 
and never speak. But that’s the 
natural result, rather than the 
rule. The mental concentration re- 
quired by the game doesn’t allow 
for chatter. And even the most 
arduous chess devotee will admit 
that it’s the most unsocial game 
that was ever invented.

LTHOUGH it is enjoying quite 
A: fad at the present time, 

there’s nothing new about chess. 
Chessmen were unearthed in King 
Tut's tomb, and legend takes the 
game back even farther than that. 
One very illuminating story about 
the game is dated 1000 B. C. and 
concerns the Indian sage and chess 
player, Ziga Ben Daher. It is said 
he thought up the idea in order 
to teach the son of King Balhib that 
the fortunes of a King and his 
subjects must stand or fall togeth- 
The King himself was bitten 
by the chess bug and instructed the 
sage to name his reward for in- 
venting the game. The sage asked 
one grain of wheat for the first 
square of the chess board, two for 
the second square, four for the 
third and so on, doubling for every 
square until the sixty-fourth was 
included. The King thought he was 
getting off easy and instructed the 


Keeper of the Granary to go right 
ahead and fulfill the promise. The 
| joke was on the King, for, when the 
decidedly ambitious calculations 
were completed, it was found that 
Ben Daher had coming to him 18,- 
446,744,073,709,551,615 grains, or more 
than 37 billions of bushels of wheat.

mates that there are only about 500 
St. Louisans who are interested or 
play well enough to belong to chess 
clubs or play in tournaments. And 
his estimate easily believable 
after considering the calculations of 
the Indian sage and his 37 billion 
bushels of wheat. To illustrate what 
chess players are up against: In the 
first six moves there are more than 
four billion possible -moves; how 
many billions of possible moves 
there are in the whole chess game 
is infinite. 

Obviously the chap who can carry 
out the greatest number of calcula- 
tions in his head has the upper 
hand, and although some of the ex- 
perts of international fame have 
resorted to unfair means to distract 
their opponents, the local boys have 
a lot of unwritten rules by which 
they abide. A few years ago two 
chess masters, Dr. Lasker and Capa- 
blanca, engaged in a chess battle 
and ended in a word war. Dr. Las- 
ker charged that his clock had been 
tampered with and that Capablanca 
had a time advantage. The good 
doctor’s argument fell apart when 
it was counter-charged that he dis- 
turbed Capablanca by blowing the 
smoke of a black cigar in his face. 
To avoid altercations such as these, 
members of the St. Louis Chess 
League taboo: Grating teeth, table 
drumming, smoke blowing, chair 
banging, peanut eating. Hair pulling 
and ear pinching—provided they’re 
your own—lip biting, ring twisting, 
pencil chewing, nose rubbing, head 
scratching and eye blinking are O 
K because they are noiseless. If 
you want to keep your hat and over- 
coat on, that’s all right, too, and 
some of the players do. 

There are no women members of 
the St. Louis Chess League. Not be-

cause the members have any objec- 
tions to female chess players, but 
because there are few women who 
play well enough to compete with 
men who take their chess seriously. 
One member of the league, who pre- 
fers to remain anonymous, said he 
thought the reason women don't 
make chess masters is because the 
game discourages talking.

URING the last tournament 
[) neve by the St. Louis League 

each player was required to 
make 50 moves in two hours. That’s 
pretty strenuous playing, and there 
are some chess players who don't 
play well in a fast two-hour game. 
The rules of the league provide for 
the play-off of unfinished matches 
ata future date. 

Until somewhere about the turn 
of the century, there was no time 
limit on a chess game. It went on 
and on until one player won or 
died of old age. Even now, out- 
side clubs and tournaments, a chess 
game may go on for four or five 
days. But in organized chess a 
trick clock is used. When one play- 
er moves he presses a little button 
that stops the hands on his clock 
and starts his opponents going.

The ‘chess clock and the time limit 
have done a lot to popularize and 
practicalize the game. They prevent 
a recurrence of explosions such as 
the famous one that occurred when 
the masters Paulsen and Morphy 
locked horns. Paulsen sat for 14 
hours without making a move. 
Morphy’s nerves snapped under the 
strain of waiting and he blew up 
in hysterics. 

The learned Arabian Ali Suli is 
still quoted by chess addicts. About 
the middle of the tenth century he 
delivered himself of the following: 

“The glory of man, then, is knowl- 
edge; and chess is‘the nourishment 
of the mind, the solace of the spirit, 
the polisher of the intelligence, the 
bright sun of understanding; where- 
fore it has been justly preferred by,

the philosopher, its inventor, to all 
other means by which we arrive at 
wisdom.” 

But the learned Ali Suli had still 
to hear of Morphy, a young lawyer 
who went stark staring mad and 
wasted away at the age of 47. He 
died of “chessboard on the brain” 
—something against which Ali Suli 
should have counseled when he 
was writing of chess as “the nour- 
ishment of the mind.” However, 
among the brethren of the chess 
playing fraternity, Morphy is as 
much a hero as if he had discov- 
ered America and died a graybeard. 
They honor him, along with Phila- 
dor, Labourdonnais, Anderssen, Stei- 
nitz, Blackburne, Lasker, Capa- 
blanca, and others, because as a 
chess genius he advanced its cause 
among the nations. As a chess 
player he was one of the greatest 
successes in all history; as a law- 
yer, he was a flop. 

The insidious charm of chess is 
unexplainable to the uninitiated, It 


is not a test of general intellectual | 


ability, it is not a game of chance, 
it is not played for money, it does 
not develop a sense of sportsman- 
ship, and it is not played in the 


name of health.

A DOCTOR 
TALKS OF 


HEALTH 


By Logan

HE sun, which is coming back 
to us day by day, is the center 
of all of our worldly energy. 
Plants are the mechanisms which 
conserve this energy. Animals dis- 


sipate it. If plants » 
had not made the ; 
chemical elements, ; 
carbon and nitro- 
gen, fit to eat,

this, but must obtain complex ma- 
terials which they use for energy 
and tissue, in turn, from the plants 
or from other animals. The animal 
body, however, imitates the plant 
in some ways, because certain sub- 
stances necessary to smooth func- 
tioning are built up in the animal 
body by the action of sunshine. 

The thyroid gland is richer in its 
secretion of iodine in the summer 
time. Pasture-fed cows give milk 
containing more calcium and phos- 
phorus than cows kept in the shade 
or in the pen or in the barn. 

The rays of the sun increase the 
fron content of the blood and, lastly, 
of course, the rays of the sun form 
certain of those substances, which 
we call vitamins, in the body. The 
gun rays which do this are the ultra- 
violet rays, invisible to the eye in 
the spectrum, which lie just on the 
other side of the violet end of the 
spectrum which is visible. 


Vitamin D. 


The particular vitamin that we 
know most about in its relation to 
sunshine is Vitamin D, which is 
formed in the skin by the action of 
ultra-violet rays and stored in the 
liver. This vitamin, working in con- 
nection with the hormone from the 
parathyroid glands, helps the body 
to lay down calcium and phosphorus 
in the bones and teeth. If it is not 
present or if the hormone of the 
parathyroid giand also is not pres- 
ent, bone and tooth growth will 
stop, even though the materials 
which make these structures, cal- 
cium and phosphorus, are present. 

The result of stopping that proc- 
ess would be the development of a 
disease called rickets, the disease of 
darkness, which is liable to make its 
appearance most often in March, 
because that is the end of the long 
period of suniess days. So much has 
been written about this relationship 
and about the consequent necessity 


-of obtaining sunlight, that one 


would think that the lesson would 
be well learned Dut, as a matter of 
fact, rickets is still a prevalent dis- 
ease. 

In 1922 Hess found that about 
half of the breast-fed infants of a 
large city show rachitic signs by 
the end of March. Not long ago a 
survey showed that 90 per cent of 


the babies of a certain city of 


Connecticut presented X-ray evi- 
dence of low-grade rickets before 
they were 6 months of age. Sun- 
light, or its equivalent, prevented 
any development of the signs or 
symptoms of the disease. By an 
“equivalent,” we mean those sub- 
stances containing Vitamin D, such 
as cod liver oil, halibut liver oil, 
Vitamin D milk, irradiated evapo- 
rated milk or viosterol.
